Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 6 is allowed. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not specifically disclose the combination of limitations as claimed in claim 6: a 
wide-angled image display system for automobiles, comprising: a plurality of cameras 
mounted on the rear and both sides of an automobile; a display monitor mounted on the 
inside of the automobile into the center rearview mirror so that the images received from 
said cameras are projected and superimposed on the mirror surface of the center 
rearview mirror; a control unit with image distributor that receives the images from said 
cameras and generates a composite wide-angled image on said display monitor; and, a 
set of program logic coded and loaded into the control unit, whereby said logic: 
transforms images of larger vehicles behind into images of smaller vehicles in tandem, 
taking up the same length as the larger vehicles, before transmitting to said display 
monitor, when images of the larger vehicles appear from the two sides to the rear of 
current vehicle, disables the transformation function of the larger image to smaller 
image when the front of that larger image is flush with the tail end of current vehicle, or if 
there is any portion of overlapping in the latitudinal direction.
